Wilton and tho League 


Editorial - BY BRUCE BIOSSAT 
It is now 
IOO years since 
the 
birth of Woodrow Wilton, whom a 
substantial 
share 
of our histor­ 
ians 
consider 
one of the 
great 
Am erican presidents. 
Like many of our most celebrat­ 
ed leaders, he served in a tim e 
of 
national 
crisis. 
He saw the 
country 
through the 
first of the 
two great world wart. 
Before our involvement in April, 
1917, 
Wilson had 
broken 
new 
ground on the dom estic front with 
a series of needed reforms. V iew ­ 
ed In historical perspective, these 
generally were moderate. But they 
were advances. 
Once into W’orld War I, Wilson 
charted a path which made his 
regime m em orable not so much 
for the battles America won as 
for the kind of peace he sought to 
achieve. 


W ilson’s influence was pre-emi 
nent 
in the establishm ent 
of the 
League of Nations. 
His nam e was 
a household word in European cit­ 
ies, and many avenues bear tes­ 
timony to that fact. 
He worked 
with devotion and 
heavy coneen 
tration on the task of fashioning 
a lasting peace. 
He did not succeed. 
The seeds 
of new trouble were planted 
in 
treaties made by hard bitten diplo­ 
m ats m istrustful of Wilson’s ideal 
ism . 
As for the League, its ultimate 
failure was determ ined when Wil­ 
son's own country declined to join. 
Without Am erica it could not com ­ 
mand the world’s full regard. 
Today’s historians, 
their judg­ 
m ent seasoned by the passage of 
more 
tim e since 
those events, 
question earlier conclusions 
that 
these were largely Wilson’s per 
annal failures. 
Probably no man in Wilson’s po­ 
sition could have over-ridden Al­ 
lied diplomats bent on forging vin­ 
dictive treaties

GARDEN NOTES: 
Guard Your Evergreens; 
Thaws, Rains May Cause 
Damage to Perennials 


Following are notes of ad­ 
vice to flower gardeners, which 
have been submitted by the Sa 
line County Garden club).

February and March are parti­ 
cularly difficult months for ever 
greens. 
If they are in exposed 
positions, where they get a lot 
of strong sunshine and sweeping 
winds, they should be protected 
with 
burlap screens, 
evergreen 
branches or by other means and 
if they 
are under overhanging 
eaves, they should be thoroughly 
watered during warm spells. 


Watch your perennials careful­ 
ly; thaws and heavy rains may 
cause them to heave out of the 
ground, or form puddles which will 
literally “drown” the plants, or 
if these puddles freeze over, ex­ 
clude the air. 
You can often pre­ 
vent damage by making a little 
ditch with a hoe. 
Iris planted the 
year before is especially likely to 
heave out of the ground when the 
ground 
has 
been frozen and it 
turns warm. 
You should watch 
these carefully and push them back 
in the ground, covering up the ex­ 
posed roots and rhizomes. 
Also 
be sure your covering does not 
pack on plants. 


Dogwood should he sprayed with 
DDT in February for borers and 
the fourth quarter is the proper 
tim e—in the sign of sagittarius or 
aquarius. which this year is from 
the 21st to 11:30 a 
rn. the 23rd 
and from Feb. 26 to noon on the 
28th. 


If you had blackpot on your

movement is 40 
years 
old

It started with a man who 
had an idea. 
The man was Melvin .Tones. 78. 
founder 
of the 
Lions and 
now 
secretary-general of the organiza­ 
tion. 
His idea w as that men who work 
together 
on civie 
or charitable 
projects not only serve their cnm% 
Triunities 
but 
b_e_c o m e 
better 
friends. 
It must have been a sound idea 
because 
the Lions, 
one of 
the 
youngest of the service clubs, has 
become 
the largest. 
It now has 
541,136 members and 12,750 clubs 
ir 77 countries. 
“ By 
nerving others you build 
yourself.” Jones likes to say. 
Jones, white - haired but active, 
can’t begin to estimate the num­ 
ber of Lions 
Club luncheons and 
dinners he’s attended. 
“ One 
thing about it.” 
he said, 
‘in addition 
to helping the blind, 
the crippled children and a lot of 
other worth’ hile undertakings, the 
Lions always 
seem to have fun, 
too.” 
Proposed New Organization 
It wasn’t always thus with busi­ 
nessmen’s clubs 
In 1917 Jones 
was a new member 
of the Busi­ 
ness Circle 
of Chicago. 
Attend­ 
ance was desultory, meetings dull. 
The members debated whether 
to 
adjourn each 
year for 
six 
months, from May to October. 
“ If we can’t stand the sight of 
one another for six months of the 
year then I can’t see any reason 
why we should he clubby for 
th* 
other six.” Jones told the 
m em ­ 
bers. 
Miffed at the upstart, the older 
members elected him secretary. 
Shortly 
afterward. 
Jones pro­ 
posed a new national organization, 
taking 
in independent 
clubs and 
chartering 
new one*. 
Thus th* 
Lions movement was bom 
In those days most of the serv­ 
ice 
chibs 
were 
“ business 
ex­ 
change” organizations, in which 
the 
members were 
supposed to 
trade with each other to help their 
own businesses. 
“ But our constitution says 
no 
club shall hold as an object 
tho 
financial gain 
of its m em ber!,” 
Jones said. 
One major purpose of the orga­ 
nization is to provide a forum for 
public discussion of all matters of 
public interest, “ partisan politic! 
and sectarian religion alone 
ex­
